Lewis was ordered to withdraw

J for the mandate (court decision) to 
reach the lower court. 
Since the miners are under in­ 
struction from Lewis to work only 
until March 31, Attorney General 
Clark filed with the court la,st week 
a motion to make the mandate ef­

So the time for a show -down has 
arrived, and if it could come quickly 
at Moscow, so much the better.
